STAFFING CHANGES CAUSED GRAVE CONCERN 


AT ALTONA HIGH 


Changes in staff at Altona High. School were so 
numerous and frequent this year that the maintenance 
of morale and good academic standards caused grave 
concern, said the principal, Mr. G. L. Shee, in his report 
last Friday at the annual Presentation Day held in 
Mount St. Joseph’s Assembly Hall. 


He said the most dedicated teachers were 
often brought to the brink of despair, and al- 
though they can now fook back on a year that 


is not without its achievements, he is sure they 


would not want to experience such difficulties 


This was the conclusion 


of: the first of Mr. Shee’s 
five years as -principal and 
he outlined his policy for 
the school. 

He said for a healthy 
mind and healthy body ‘aca- 
demic education should run 
parallel with physical educa- 
tion and that they are in- 
separable in educating a 
whole man or whole woman. 

He desires a high moral 
code and “one’s word is 
one’s bond”, 


Mr. Shee said he is at 
the school to serve but not 
be subservient. 


At all times parents are 
welcome at the school and 
he urged them to come 
along and discuss problems 
concerning students with 
im. so 


Mr. Shee reported that 
there are two major pro- 
jects to be undertaken in 
the foreseeable future. 


The Advisory Council has 
sanctioned the conversion of 
a shelter shed into a chang- 
ing room with showers, 


‘And plans are being for- 
mulated for the building of 
an Assembly Hall. 


The response to the Adult 
Education courses has been 
poor. Classes during Term 
I were satisfactory but 


support was lacking in the} 


latter half of the year. 


It seems certain the Coun- 
cil of Adult Education will 


next’ year because the de- 
mand is too small and lec- 
turers are reluctant to tra- 


vel the distance. 

Mr. Shee thanked industry 
for its interest in the 
school. 


He pointed out that Altona 
schools were fortunate in 
having financial help from 
industry. Schools in other 
mainly residential districts 
do not get this assistance. 
In turn the lecal schools 
desire to feed well trained 
workers back to industry, 
concluded Mr. Shee.
